EDUCATION. IN. HONGKONG, 


The aes Annual Report from the 
Inspector of Schools, with Appendices and 
Supplement, is published in Saturday's Go- 


vernment: Gazelt 
Honokona, 8th February, 1878, 
Sir,—I have the honour to forward to you 
the Annual Report on. Eduéation. and the 
Blue Book Returns for 1877.., : 
| .1.—Taking all the schools subject to 
Government supervision togother,-there was 
.an.inorease in the total number of, scholars, 
amounting to seven and half pér cent., as 
.compared with the preceding year, 

2.—In the Government Schools, to which 
there was no addition during the year, there 
was a decreasoin numbers of one per cent., 
although there. was an inoredse of six per 
cent. at the Central School. This, however, 
is the only denreaso that has ta be reported, 
In every other respect there, was a marked 
improvement, Tho average monthly enrol- 
ment was seven and'a half per.ceat., the mi-
